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Brown Campaigns On Campus

Secretary of State Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. said Wednesday that if 
elected governor he would try to 
create a better example of how an 
elected official should act 

“Obviously.” Brown told an 
almost full CSUS Little Theatre 
crowd, “the basic honesty of a 
government leader sets an exam- 
ple. The dishonesty of Mitchell or 
Agnew has had a profound im- 
pact.” 

Brown's campaign talk focused 
on job training in high schoois, 
better education, 
vironmental! protection, 
political retorm. 

“I think we're going to have to 
restructure our lifestyles.” Brown 
said. “Certainly the governor 
ought to be an example of the type 
of simplicity that we're going to 
have to live according to.”

Brown, rated by a recent poll as 
the leading democratic candidate 
for governer, said that he didn’t 
think it was necessary for anybody 
to have nine bedrooms, referring to 
the proposed new Governor's man- 
sion in Carmichael 

“I think the building of the new 
‘Taj Mahal out there for the 
Governor sets a bad example,” 
Brown said 

At the end of the half hour 
speech, Brown answered questions 
from the audience. When asked 
about the record of the Board of 
Trustees for the California State 
University system and in par- 
ticular, Chancellor Glen Dumke, 
Brown said that there would 
“definitely” be some new ap- 
pointments in all departments if he 
were ejected. Brown emphasized 
the fact that there were no Blacks 
or Chicanos on the board. 


Chemical Warfare. 


(ZNS) The International 
Geneva Disarmament Conference 
opened April 16 to discuss the sub- 
ject of chemical warfare — and the 
United States is expected to 
attempt to table the subject once 
again. 

At issue is the Geneva Chemical 
Warfare Protocol of 1925, an inter- 
national treaty banning the 
development and use of biological 
and chemical weapons. The United 
States government has consistently 
refused to ratify this treaty for the 
past 49 years. 


The U.S. Defense Department 
has objected to the provisions in 
the treaty which outlaw the use of 
poison gases — and the Pentagon's 
position recently received the en- 
dorsement of President Nixon. 

The United States government 
is opposed to a chemicai ban 
because the Pentagon is on the 
verge of perfecting what are known 
as “binary nerve gases.” 

Binary gases are two gases 
which, by themselves, are harmless 
to humans but they become

Committee Lax

Doris Gorin wondered. prior to the Hornet Foundation Board of 
Directors meeting yesterday, why she hadn't been contacted by the 
investigative committee formed to review the hiring procedures used 
to determine the appointment of a new textbook manager for the 
Hornet Bookstore. The committee was to consider if and how the Af- 
firmative Action guidelines, as adopted by the Board lasi May, were 
followed belore appointment of Brad Booth to the management 
position 

The specific statements in the guidelines that prompted a com- 
plaint and thus, the formation of the committee — Dean of Students 
Norm Better, student Paula Mould and P.E. instructor Judy 
Holland — are: “The Hornet Foundation theretore commits itself to 
rectifying the underutilization of women and ethnic minorities 
wherever that condition exists”: “fhe Hornet Foundation recognizes 
that it’s distribution pattern reveals need of affirmative action in 
regard to ethnic minorities and women in terms of the distribution of 
women and ethnic minorities at the management level”; and “If any 
terminations of the Hornet Foundation non-student personnel occur 
in the next year, the Foundation plans to use such positions to im- 
plement affirmative action.” 

Booth, who formerly served as a public relations haison between 
the Foundation and the sydents, will graduate at the end of this 
semester. He participated In the book-buy-back at the end of last 
semester, went on a book buying trip last semester, and felt this, 
together with his supervision of an office as a staff sergeant in the ar- 
my, qualified him for the position. 

Those requirements listed as necessary to qualify were that the ap- 
plicant have a BA or be going to receive it within a vear, and that he /- 
she have at least some book-st ore experience. 

Gorin had every reason to wonder why she hadn't been contacted 
by the investigating committee. It was felt that she was equally, if not 
better, when considering Affirmative Action, qualified to fill the 
position. She received her BA in psychology in June 1973 and has 
been a bookstore employee for four and one halt years 

She was ready to ask that the committee be instructed to reopen 
it’s investigation since she hadn't beeninterviewed. When yesterday's 
mecting was convened. however, it was not necessary to ask that, 
because it had never been opened in the first place 

Better and Holland had lett the meeting (at which the committee 
was named) early and made no attempts to meet with the others 
Oniy Mould said she had tried to gather the members 

Evidently, Better and Holland dont consider Affirmative Action 
an importantMatter as regards the Foundation. [hey left the meet- 
ing before a chairperson could be named and then Better left town 
during the Jirst week they had for consideration. Holland lett during 
the second, and the third week was Easter vacation. So they came 
yesterday with no report. 

Now it’s understandable that these two are busy. but if they're so 
busy that they can’t function in their Board obligations, why did they 
accept the appointments? Or ts it possible that they would just like to 
see this matter forgotten? After all, to come back with a report that 
says Affirmative Action wasn’t implemented would be to go against 
the Foundation coordinator, who believes it was. 

The attitude of these two “conscientious” people shows callous 
disregard for the individuals involved. Gorin’s frustration has in- 
creased and Booth’s job being in limbo is taking a heavy toll on him 
as well. How can it be possible for him to function comfortably and 
thus, efficiently. in a position he’s not even sure ts his. 

My hopes are that this commentary will spur some action. Maybe 
now the committee members will consider the suffering their inaction 
has caused and will find time in their busy schedules to get off their 
asses

Earlier in yesterday's meeting, 
however, questions were raised, 
when profits were being disci “sed, 
as to why some profits couldn't be 
returned to the students. The vote 
on Lorentzen’s price hike for the 
schedule was to keep the 10 cent 
charge. It was stipulated, though, 
that the fact that the |] cent per is- 
sue loss was being absorbed by the 
Foundation should be printed in 
such a way that all students would 
know the break they are getting 
Lorentzen said. “Most of these 
people think the 10 cents covers 
cost. We have to make them realize 
that this just isn’t so.” 

In other actions, the Board 
voted to rehire the firm that did last 
year’s Foundation audit for this 
year’s audit and to put up for bid 
the vending contract now held by 
Servomation. The contract, signed 
June 29, 1970, runs out this June

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Dance- ‘Created: Lasér Music

Stanley Lunetta composes 
music on Pacific Standard time. 
He has a large clock in his 


basement that looks like it was ap- 
propriated from an army barracks 
and runs an hour slower than most 
clocks. On the right side of the 
clock face is part of a Spider-man 
insignia. A poster of Spider-man 
hangs above his desk and further 
back in his basement are posters of 
the Incredible Hulk and the Sub- 
mariner. Part of his comic book 
collection is stuck into a bookshelf 
according to character, little 
dividers marked Fantastic Four, 
Captain America, Spider-man 
stick out of the magazines to show 
which is wh h. “I've got a com- 
plete collection of the Avengers,” 
says Lunetta. “I've got all the 
Spider-man except for the first 
four.” 

Lunetta is on the floor using a 
laser beam to project Spirograph 
patterns onto a sheet of sackcloth 
he uses for a screen. He ts com 
posing music for “Pulsetron,” a 
ballet he and choreographer Jean 
Paul Comelin will premiere this 
Friday and Saturday at the Eaglet 
Theatre. He won't know what it 
sounds like until the day of the per- 
formance 

“Pulsetron” will be utilizing a 
new concept in the field of dance 
and music: the dancers will create 





the sound. Using a helium neon 
laser, photosensitive resistors, and 
a feedback system, Lunetta will es- 
tablish one electronic tone. As the 
dancers move across the stage and 
break the light beam, the pitch of 
the sound will change, and the 
feedback system will change the 
laser beam pattern, all of which will 
introduce further variables into the 
system, which will create the music 
as the system tnes to balance itself. 
“The system needs to find the com- 
mon denominator of all those 
variables to balance itself. It will be 
constantly trying and not making 
— 

Lunetta explains his unstruc- 
tured approach to music: “I don't 
like to make decisions. "Cause 
making a decision means that you 
accept one thing and you reject that 
many more things. I don't like to 
write things down. It’s more fun 
this way, | think. 

“If you write music, like you put 
down a note, you make a mark on 
the paper and you hope the guy 
with the trumpet will see that and 
play the note you thought of. This 
way I'm doing it with solder. It's 
more like sculpture, with sound, 
creating so that it’s only one time 
removed instead of being about 
four times removed like with the 
guy with the horn

deadly when mixed together. The 
Army is currently asking for $5.4 
million to build a new binary nerve 
gas arsenal tn Pine Bluff. Ar 
kansas. In addition. the Pentagon 
is requesting $200 million to 
develop binary gas artillery shells 
with a range of up to [2 miles 

Opponents of the binary gases 
warn that a crash program by the 
United States to develop them will 
almost surely trigger a similar 
crash program in the Soviet Union 
and in other countries. The critics 
predict that the resulting “binary 
gas race” similar to the nuclear 
arms race will cost the United 
States at least $2 billion within the 
next decade 

In addition, they state nerve 
gases will most likely be used 
against civilians not against 
enemy troops. They point out that 
soldiers can easily be equpped with 
gas masks and protective clothing 
to ward olf even the most deadly of 
nerve gases; they predict it will be 
the unprotected civilians who will 
be the victims if these gases are ever
